ALBERTA JURY ACT

The Alberta jury act is now thor¬ 
oughly valid, it is reported by Attor¬ 
ney "General Brownlee, as a result of 
action he was successful in getting 
the Ottawa authorities to take when 
in the east. There has been some 
question, particularly in the Picariello 
case, as to the validity of the act pass¬ 
ed in 1921, it having been claimed 
that certain clauses in old Northwest 
Territories act, which conflicted .with 
the next act, had npt been repealed. 
To overcome this difficulty the jury 
that tried Picariello was called in two 
ways, under both the old and new acts. 
Mr. Brownlee took the matter up with 
the minister of justice, and an order- 
in-council has been passed repealing 
the clauses in question in the North¬ 
west Territories act, and the Alberta 
Jury act therefore stands now as the 
only statute bearing on the calling of 
juries in this province.

J. E. Varley, accused of the theft 
of $100 of Fred Wilton, a client, was 
committed for trial by Magistrate 
Sanders in the police court on Satur¬ 
day morning. Mr. Varley elected for 
trial by a judge and jury. Mr. Varley 
protested against the jurisdiction of 
the court to try the case. He main¬ 
tained that this matter had been 
dealt with by the committee of the 
Benchers’ Society. In view of the 
fact-that this committee was a legally 
constituted court, with powers to 
punish, he said that the case could 
not be heard in the police court. 

There is a strong need for the pro¬ 
pagation of ideals of citizenship 
among certain of our population. 
Every citizen, young and old, should 
learn not only to take a distinct pride 
in the beauty of the to\vn, but to pro¬ 
tect it and to regard it as being there 
for his and her benefit along with all 
others in the town. + To mutilate 
young trees and damage boulevards 
are acts of mean and thoughtless con¬ 
duct and should be stopped. 

Government road inspectors through¬ 
out the province are having a tense 
session of it, particularly in the Pass 
country, where the floods were very 
bad. In the High River district many 
culverts and bridges have been dam¬ 
aged, particularly at the approaches 
which will necessitate a big expense 
to the districts concerned. 

In looking over the names of the 
168 citizens named on the Moderation 
League committee we are inclined to 
remark that these very men are sub¬ 
stantial and conscientious and the 
motives that actuate them in connec¬ 
tion with the Liquor act is of the 
highest.

KEEP FARMS AND ROADS CLEAN 


Let everyone get busy and clean up 
their farms and roads. It does not 
coat as much to be neat and orderly 
as it docs .to be slovenly and is much 
better to be neat and is more agreea¬ 
ble and pleasant In passing a farm 
it is easy enough to tell whether its 
owner is a neat farmer or not If the 
door way is strewn with old boxes, 
barrels, farm machinery, broken and 
otherwise, the gate broken, tin cans 
and other rubbish thrown in the road. 
Many fanners think they cannot find 
time to keep things neat and tidy, 
that the general farm work is aU they 
can manage. This might be so if 
these habits of slovenlijyess did not 
hinder and make three times more 
work than it would take to keep them 
straight. Let him start’ in some day 
and he will be surprised to see how 
many of these odd jobs can be done 
in a few hours and what a difference 
can be made in the ■ general appear¬ 
ance of things and many little things 
can be fixed in ten minutes which if 
neglected may cost dollars to repair. 

A better way is to set apart half a 
day in every week—say Saturday af¬ 
ternoon—for this work and in a few 
weeks it will be found to be the most 
profitable half day’s work in the week. 
A minute of many little things can be 
kept during the week and on Satur¬ 
day afternoon the list cleared up.

FOUND NOT GUILTY 


Trider has been found not guilty of 
murdering Constable Paris at Drum- 
heller. On agreement to pay a fine 
imposed for an, infraction of the 
liquor law he was released from cus¬ 
tody, and is now free. Unless the 
press dispatches have failed to repre¬ 
sent the affair correctly, that is a 
peculiar outcome, and one not likely 
to make for observance of law. The 
story told to the public in the dis¬ 
patches was that this man refused to 
stop his oar when ordered to do so by 
two police officers; that because he 
did not obey the car ran into fence, 
accidentally or by will of the driver; 
and one of the officers was killed. It 
would be supposed that at least some¬ 
thing would be done to a party who 
acted in that manner on the charge 
of resisting arrest or refusing to 
obey an officer of the law. If the 
tradition is established that bootleg¬ 
gers and motor drivers do not have to 
obey the police, and are not respon¬ 
sible for what happens in consequence, 
it is useless to hope for law enforce¬ 
ment or for safety on public streets 
and roads. That Trider intended to 
kill anybody is pot likely; more pro¬ 
bably he only wanted to get away.

The first 
three will be ready for occupation 
by July 1st. 

According to a recentTearrango- 
ment of ports of call i tRe Orieat, 
the Canadian Pacific Steamships 
Limited, by omitting Manila as a 
port of call between Shanghai and 
Hong Kong, will bring the (attar 
port four days nearer to Canada, the 
United States and Eurape. This 
makes possible a through service 
from London, England, via Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Atlantic Empresses to 
Quebec and rail to Vancouver and 
via Canadian Pacific Empresses te 
Hung Kong under 28 days. 

During the year 1922 th# Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway handled a 
total of 8,435,825 pieces of baggage 
as compared with 8,732.674 for the 
previous year. ■ Of this amount 
5,175,203 pieces were passengers 
baggage which compared with 6,- 
486,465 for the previous twelve 
months.

The following paper, written by 
Mr*. J. M. Love, was read at a recent 
meeting of Redlendview Women’s In¬ 
stitute, and by the institute considered 
to merit the publicity which this me¬ 
dium affords, and the space is gladly 
given. 

When I was a child all our good 
times were had 'in our own home, or 
in the homes of our neighbors; danc¬ 
ing, some times playing games, and 
social entertainment provided by the 
churches, by county fairs, and by poli¬ 
tical campaigns. No social lines were 
drawing on a basis of money or educa¬ 
tion. Things that made an outcast 
were they convincingly plain, were 
drunkenness or immorality. In those 
days the people who were persistently 
intemperate or immoral were lepers 
in a class by themselves, and were 
shunned by all. * Every one was in- j 
terested in the affairs of every one 
else. If any man was sick and behind 
in his work, half a dozen of his neigh¬ 
bors would volunteer to help him out 
with his work, and the women in turn 
.would each volunteer to tidy their 
sick neighbor’s house, sew for her 
children, brush her hair, give her a 
I bath, and cheer her soul with the as- 
| suranee that she would be well looked 
after until she was herself again. 

The one time I. realize that I am 
past 20 is when I recall the picture 
of my childhood home and think of the 
abounding joy we got from life in 
keeping a clean house, in entertaining 
our friends and relations, in making's 
picture on the landscape ' with our 
dooryard and garden. I recall the 
pride we took in our orchard, a great 
square of apple trees with their white 
blossoms, what a lovely sight and 
behutiful vines and flowers and bushes 
in the dooryard to make our home a 
lovely picture and help to feed our 
family. In this setting we spent our 
lives seeing how much we could learn, 
and how hard we could work, how hap¬ 
py we could be, and to what extent 
we could help our neighbors. We ce¬ 
lebrated the harvesting of the grain 
by a big supper with friends and 
neighbors, and went to the nearest 
swamps and marshes on berry picking 
parties, and in the fall we always 
went with a team and wagon to 
gather nuts for our winter store. The 
hdart-burninra. and dissatisfaction of 
today were not in existence in those 
days. Every one came nearer to hav¬ 
ing the same thing in the same way. 
Men had not begun generally to lay 
up the great fortunes that today 
breed envy and discontent. Home was 
really “Sweet, sweet home,” the cen¬ 
ter of the Social life of each family. 
It is not necessary to discuss minutely 
the changes that have come during the 
past thirty years—It seems as if the 
wave of a" wand had come, and be¬ 
hold, everything is changed. 

I do hope and wish that we can re¬ 
store the same spirit in our neighbod- 
hood and banish all jealous feelings. 
Let us help one another love one an¬ 
other, and let us make this institute
